As in [stanbul and Baghdad, the E3+3 remain absolutely unified in seeking a swift diplomatic resolution to international 
concerns regarding Iran's nuclear programme, based on the NPT and the full implementation by Iran of UNSC and IAEA 
Board of Governors Resolutions. 


The £3+3 reiterated a balanced proposal set out in Baghdad, stopping 20 percent enrichment activities, shutting the 
Fordow nuclear facility and shipping out stockpiled 20 percent enriched nuclear materials, as well as the reciprocal steps 
that we are willing to take as a first confidence-building measure. We came prepared to make progress and respond to 
concrete action by iran. 


iran responded to the elements of the E3+3 proposal put forward in Baghdad. In turn, the £3+3 provided a thorough and 
comprehensive response to the issues raised by Iran. 


We set out our respective positions in what were detailed, tough and frank exchanges. After five plenary sessions and 
several bilateral meetings we have begun to tackle critical issues. However, it remains clear that there are significant 
gaps between the substance of the two positions. 


We have therefore agreed as follows: 


- An early follow-on technical-level meeting in Istanbul on 3 July to provide further clarification about the E3+ 3 proposal; 
increase the E3+3 understanding of the Iranian response; and study the issues raised by lran during the sessions;

Former National Security Advisor Uzi Arad claims Prime Minister 
Netanyahu ordered him to refrain from providing ministers with contradictory data, Yedioth Ahronoth’s weekend 
supplement published a very long and equally stunning interview with disgraced National Security Advisor Uzi Arad.

According to Arad, Netanyahu was particularly worried that 
Arad’s documents may serve the investigative committee which will follow the Israeli attack on Iran. Netanyahu’s 
bureau did not deny those accusations. This is a Point which must be investigated. Neither the PM nor the Minister of 
Security command the army; the commander is the government, a collective body.

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divuige contradictory information to his ministers is a prime minister who sabotages their ability to make an informed 
decision on that issue.The government’s control of the armed forces in Israel has a chequered history. To make a long 
story short, as long as the government controlled the army, it succeeded or at least managed to avoid disaster. When it 
let slip of that control — particularly when it allowed factions within the government, with the minister of security always 
a participant, take contre! — calamity was often the result, The process’ lowest point was probably in 2006, when Shimon 
Peres, then a minister of something or other, opposed the decision to begin the Second Lebanon War ~ but voted for it 
anyway, teiling the Winograd investigative committee that “you don’t vote against the prime minister ina time of war.” 
Such abdication of responsibility is hardly surprising when you're familiar with Peres’ history; yet we must not allow it to 
repeat itself. Now we are being told by Arad that Netanyahu is blinding his ministers from seeing the full picture. One can 
hardly think of a better reason for an investigatiive committee, which, should it find Arad told the truth, send Netanyahu 
home, and irrevocably tarnish the careers of ministers who agreed to be turned into marionettes. One Shimon Peres is 
more than enough. This is particularly important as Israel and [ran are not, and have never been, ina state of war. The 
two countries, testified Foreign Minister David Levi a decade ago, never declared war on each other. Earlier wars and 
operations were declared by the governments against countries with which Israel was at war; this is not the case with 
Iran. This war should be debated by the Knesset — particularly if it is true that Netanyahu is misleading his ministers.

In order to move toward engagement with Iran, 
Iran’s Supreme Leader will have to be led to understand two central facts: (1) that working with the United States is 
possible on a fair and equitable basis and (2} that US policy toward Iran is not based on “regime change” -- that there is a 
genuine intention of the US to work with Iran toward a new relationship.

As we did fast year, the small group with which you met stands ready to speak with you further about these opportunities 
and our thoughts on how best to pursue them on the basis of long and continuing contact with Iranians who are and have 
been close to the situation in their country and understand the approach of the leadership as well as the various factions

entire content is requested because relevant items are unlikely to directly contain the unclassified

Findings relevant to this request should be exported and identify the user’s full name as 
well as the system that the relevant item(s) originated from. A log file should also be provided to 
fully document any instances in which the requested information could not be furnished due to 
technical limitations or due to errors that occurred during the export process. The FBI also 
requests a complete copy of any computer banners from any U.S. Department of State computer 
system on which relevant records are found. 


Additionally, it is requested that you contact those individuals listed above, who are 
current U.S. Department of State employees, and request that they preserve and produce all 
stored communications, records and other evidence in their pessession regarding the domain 
account @clintonemail.com.
